1642.) for bring- 
ing in of money and plate, &c, wherein they aſſured us 
that whatfoever ſhould be brought inthereupon, ſhould 
not be at all employed upon any other occaſion, 'then to 
maintain 7he Proteſtant Religion, The Kings _Amberity, 
hus Perſon in his rogall dignity, the freecourſe of juitice, the 
Laws of the Land, the Pedee of the Kinedome, and the Pri- 
wilhger of Parliament, againit any force which ſhall oppoſe 
them. 

Andinthis we were daily confirmed and-encouraged 
more and more; bytheir many ſubſequent declarations 
and proteſtations, which we held our ſelves bound to 
beleeve, knowing many. of them to be godly and con- 
{cientious men, of Publike ſpirits, zealouſly promoting 
the.common good, and labouring to free this Kingdome 
tromtyranny and {layery,. which ſome evill inſtruments 
aboutthe King, endeavoured to bringupon the Nation.
